WASHINGTON 
Two men from Boston—William 
Stanley Braithwaite and Ekiward 
,1. O’Brien—are now b oth dead. 
A lot of p eop le .still alive owe 
them a great deb t. 
It IS a deb t which hardly ever 
get.s acknowledged b y more than 
a reference in a footnote in liter­ 
ary history '. Nath er was a crea­ 
tive artist. They p ub lished anthol­ 
ogies of other p « >p le’s wnntings. 
This i.s an attemp t, if only for 
one day and in a p ersonal way , 
to do b etter than a fiwtnote for 
Braithwaite who died over the 
weekend at 83 and O’Brien, who 
died m 1941 at 51. 
BNery y ear from 1913 to 1929 
Braithwaite, a Negro largely .self- 
educated, p ub li.shed a fat Ixxik 
called “A ntholi^ of Magazine 
Verse.” B’very y ear from 1915 to 
1940 O’Brien p ub lished what he 
called the b est short stories of the 
y ear. 
Two thmgs made these b xiks 
remarkab le: the time and the at­ 
titude of the two men. 
The time, from ab cnit 1912 to 
ab mf 19*29 was the most exciting 
literary p eriod in 20th century 
America. It was a time uf literary 
revolution, p rotest, exp érimenta- 
tiun, new form, new views. 
This writer grew up on the VVc.d 
Side of New York wtiere Irish. 
German and Italian immigrants 
had 
settled, 
raised 
sons 
and 
daughters 
a.s 
first-generation 
Americans, and, many of them, 
still remained to see their grand- 
thildreai growing up . 
This was not an intellectual fn- 
vironment. These p eop le never 
had much time for .scTioelii.g. 
Thp y had to go to work v.aing 
and they worked long hours. You 
would not .sit around a living 
room in that neighb orhood and 
hear ab out the new b reath of life 
vvhi.s:'iing thriHi.'h .American liter- 


a ' l ' i e 
Rut y mi could Icaro ab tui i* if 
ViHi went to tiie neighb oidio vl 
lib rary . I didn't hear it from the 
lib rarian. TAiey s<*emed too b usy 
marking cards to read much, .And 
T did not find new authors sp read 
out m the .shelves. 
But 1 was lucky . I found the 
anthologies of O’Brien and Braith­ 
waite. 
O’Bneti alway s seemed to in­ 
clude in his antholf^ies a certain 
p ercentage 
of 
the usual, old- 


fa.shioned 
formula 
short 
story 
from the p op ular and consei'vative 
magazines. I sometimes felt he 
thought he had to do it to get 
his b ooks into the lib raries at all. 
But in b iitween he sandwiched 
the new writing, b y men like 
SherwiMxl Anderson and Ernest 
Hemingway , 
and 
exp enmental 
writing, some of which wasn’t 
good. These he rep nnted from 
magazines I had never heard of 
although they were great forces 
in the new- literature—the Little 
Review, the Dial, the Doub le- 
Dealer, Midland, Broom. 
That b ranch lib rary did not 
carrv them. But once 
I learned 
of them from O’Brien’s b iKik, I 
could go to New York’s main 
lib rary , find them, and sat there 
and read them on Sunday nights. 
.And there 1 would di.scova’ even 
more writers than O’Brien p ut 
into his b niks 
The .same thing with Braith­ 
waite. He was a traditionalist m 
p oetiy him.self. b ut, like O’Brien, 
along with the sunset and flowers 
stuff, he carried the work of the 
imagists like Hilda Dixilittle in 
Blngland who were champ ion« ! b y 
BIzra 
Pound, 
which 
was 
long 
b efore he got into troub le; the 
work of .Amy Lowell. Edgar I» e 
Masters. Car! Sandliurg, and the 
work of Rolicrt B'rost who for long 
had b « *n ignored in his own coun­ 
try . 
Braithwaite. too. 
earned 
the 
names of p oetry ma g a a n&s I had 
never heaid of b ut w'hicb I could 
also find in the main lib rary . 
All this wiHild not mean much 
if it were just the exp enence of 
one y oung man in the early 1920s 
I never th<Hight aliout it much at 
the time. I guess, I was just hap p y 
to have found the.se b ooks and gel 
help from them 
Later, as 1 grew older, 1 realized 
my exp enenee micst have b een 
shared b y many thousands of 
y oung p eop le all over Amenta, 
p articularly m areas v/here there 
was no one to guide them in their 
reading b y handing them the lat­ 
est in literature at times when 
they were restless a n d seeking 
s i gn s of new writing and the 
world in which they livtid. 
To us, Braithwaite and O’Brien 
made a great contnlxition and 1 
have alway s felt irdeb tod to Iroth 
of them.

PEARL HARBOR 
The old salts of the U.S. Navy squirm 
uncomfortably when they hear anti-submar­ 
ine warfare described as "hide and seek at 
sea”. 
"Sure, that’s part of our job.” admits Vice 
Adm John S (Jimmy) Thach. commander 
of .Anti - Submarine Warfare Forces rn the 
Pacific. Bul it’s comparable to saying a suc­ 
cessful quarterback in football needs to know 
only how to throw the hall ” 


The admiral's point is well taken By die 
very nature of its organization. ASW encom­ 
passes the spectrum of the Navy: planes, 
helicopters, ships, shore stations and the sub­ 
marine itself in tight team operations. 


The recent firing of a sub marine-launched 
Polaris missile with a nuclear warhead in 
the Christmas Island nuclear series demon 
skated the threat of submarines — Ameri­ 
ca’s and Russia’s. It showed that the Polaris 
can do its job. 


U.S. NAVAL authorities know the Soviet 
Union has the same sub potential — if not 
as refined as the Polaris They predict it 
is only a m atter of time W ore the U S S R 
has something comparable. 


Thach, who helped develop modem anti­ 
submarine tactics, sees the 85 million square 
miles of the Pacific and Eastern Indian 
Ocean as the key to ASW 
The Soviet Union, with 430 subs at latest 
count — biggest fleet in the world — ha* 
several p o rts kept open the year round. Its 
neighbor Communist China has built the 
fourth largest submarine armada, beginning 
from scratch IO years ago. 


"If China had had subs during the Korean 
War,” Thach said "the whole story there 
might have heen different. Our job certainly 
would have been magnified many times ” 
The oceans are free — anyone can use 
them This makes ASW’s job tougher. When 
a Russian submarine is spotted, its location 
is marked well. America wants to know pre­ 
cisely where its pot w h a I enemy is. 


In the Atlantic, an ASW commander of­ 
fered a case of whisky to the crew that pho­ 
tographed a missile • launching Soviet sub 
There was quite a party the night a patrol 
plane came back with a picture. 


THACH believes if trouble comes from be­ 
neath the seas, the warning signal will be 
sounded in the Pacific. 
"The Pacific is a larger and more unin­ 
habited area,” the admiral said, "without the

expanses of ice, rough water and difficult 
underseas terrain of the Atlantic.” 
The Navy operates more freely in Hie Pa­ 
cific than in the Atlantic. The reason — 
politics 
The Atlantic problem is compounded by 
split commands and overlapping authorities 
involved in NATO 
The Navy dechned to 
comment officially k it high-ranking officers 
nod rn agreement when the subject is raised. 


How is ASW doing its job — and what 
improvements are needed’ 


From Thach, one answer 


"We're making progress. Oui problem re­ 
quires major advances in techniques a n d 
equipment to keep up with the advances 
achieved 
in 
modern 
submarines. 
Maybe 
we’ve improved the last five or IO years by 
400 per cent. 


"But with the fantastic development of the 
submarine, our advance has not been enough 
We still have a long way to go to be able 
to neutralize nuclear and missile - firing 
subs. We are fighting today’s battles with 
yesterday’s weapons ” 


>10811.1X4' is the watchword in modern 
submarine warfare, a concept Thach be 
Ueves is unbeatable. "We might be able to 
stop a few of the enemy — and he a few 
of us." he said, "but no one would know 
where all the subs were .Some would get 
through.” He added 


"We have to convince potential enemies 
we have no weaknesses and that attempted 
submarine attacks would be far too costly 
an operation for them to attempt. 


"The job isn’t as hopeless as it teem s. The 
broad Pacific enables us to meet an enemy 
attack far from our shores. It jjives us de­ 
fense in depth that we capitalize on in ASW ” 
The United States attack submarines have 
a marked superiority over Soviet boats — a 
statement verified by almost even’ authority 
outside the Iron Curtain 
But these same 
autk>nties add: 
"There is no reason to doubt that before 
long they I the U S S R.) will have reached 
the same standards of excellence the United 
States has attained ”

Yellowstone 
National 
P a r k , 
America's first natural preserve, 
was bom one night in the light of 
a wilderness campfire 
Braving hostile Indians a n d 
r i d i n g through early snows in 
what is now Wyoming, 15 men 
pitched tents on the night of Sept 
19. F870 Around a campfire, the 
party—diddled the "cavalcade lo 
hell" and led by Gen Henry I). 
Washburn, surveyor * general of 
the Montana 
Territory — dis­ 
cussed what they had seen. 
There were geysers that roared 
and shot high in the air, a moun­ 
tain of black glass and streams 
hot enough to cook fish 
In five 
weeks, the expedition had mapjied 
such wonders as Old Faithful, the 
hot springs at East Fork and the 
Grand 
Canyon of the Yellow­ 
stone River. 


The men first talked about stak­ 
ing personal claims. Some want­ 
ed to charge sightseers a fee, per­ 
haps develop a resort area Oth­ 
ers speculated on timber and gold 
mining.

Judge 
Cornelius 
Hedges suggested dismissing all 
private speculation. He recom­ 
mended the scenic wonderland he 
set apart as a "public pleasuring 
ground", a great national park 
The idea caught fire and expe­ 
dition members began writing ar­ 
ticles, delivering lectures and but* 
tonhohng congressmen 


M a n y I n d e b t e d To 2 Anthologists 


They’re also asking 
for free 
lunch and paid time in which to 
eat it after a certain mincier of 
hours 
In that business the men must 
change their clothes lief ore getting 
on the job 
They do tins in a 
"change house ” One of their new 
demands has it that the employer 
must supply free transportation to 
the job if the change house is 
more than six hundred feet from 
the work base. 
The 
Ironworkers’ 
Union 
also 
wants more paid travel time, s o ­ 
cial allotments if thev use a ferry, 
travel time to lie figured at 40 
miles an hour, and the employer 
to flay for industrial compensation 
insurance during all this travel 
time from the house to the job 
and hack. 


THIS IS a free country. Every- 
kidy asks for what he thinks he 
can get. But there are 15,000 men 
involved in that Northwest strike 
—and new walkouts in the con­ 
struction field are developing eros* 
country. 
In some areas the construction 
people have settled for $35 to $40- 
a-week 
more over a 
two-year 
contract. President Kennedy’s line 
has been punched full of holes by 
such increased costs which will 
eat up a lot of the new public 
works’ program money intended 
to make jobs for the unemployed. 
So JFTv feels he's been needled 
enough. That’* why his temper 
may rise with the heat in August. 


WASHINGTON 
Two men from Boston—William 
Stanley Braithwaite and Edward 
J. O’Brien—are now kith dead. 
A lot of people still alive owe 
them a great debt. 
It is a debt which hardly ever 
gets acknowledged by more than 
a reference in a footnote in liter­ 
ary history. Neither was a crea­ 
tive artist. They published anthol­ 
ogies of other people’* writings. 
This is an attempt, if only for 
one day and in a personal way, 
to do better than a fmitnote for 
Braithwaite who died over the 
weekend at 83 and O’Brien, who 
died in 1941 at 51. 
Every year from 1913 to 1929 
Braithwaite, a Negro largely self- 
educated. published a fat book 
called 
“Anthology of Magazine 
Verse.” Every year from 1915 to 
1940 O’Brien published what he 
railed the best short stories of the 
year. 
Two thmgs made these books 
remarkable: the time and the at­ 
titude of the two men. 
The time, from akmt 1912 to 
about 1929 was the most exciting 
literary period in 20th century 
America. It was a time of literary’ 
revolution, protest, experimenta­ 
tion, new form, new views. 
This writer grew up on the Wert 
Side of New York where Irish 
German and Italian immigrants 
had 
settled, 
raised 
sons 
and 
daughters 
as 
first-generation 
Americans, and, many of them. 
still remained to see their grand­ 
children growing up. 
This was not an intellectual en­ 
vironment. These people nevet 
had 
much tune 
for schooling. 
Thpy had to go to work v. nng 
and they worked long hours You 
would not sit around a living 
room in that neighborhood and 
hear {.bout the new breath of life 
whishing through American liter­ 
ature 
But you could learn about i* if 
ViMi 
went 
to tile neighborly vi 
library. I didn t hear it from the 
librarian. They ^•emed too busy 
marking cards to read much And 
I did not find new authors spread 
out cai the shelves. 
But I was lucky. I found the 
anthologies of O'Brien and Braith­ 
waite. 
O’Brien always seemed to in­ 
clude in his anthologies a certain 
percentage 
of 
the usual, 
old­ 


fashioned 
formula 
short 
story 
from the popular and ctMiservative 
magazines. I sometimes felt he 
thought he had to do it to get 
his books into the libraries at all. 


But in between he sandwiched 
the new writing, by men 
like 
Sherwood Anderson and Ernest 
Hemingway, 
and 
experimental 
writing, some of which wasn t 
good. These he reprinted from 
magazines I had never heard of 
although they were great forces 
in the new' literature—the Little 
Review, 
the 
Dial, 
the 
Double- 
Dealer, Midland. Broom. 
That 
branch 
library did 
not 
c a m ’ them. But once I learned 
of them from O’Brien’s book, I 
could go to New York’s main 
library, find them, and sat there 
and read them on Sunday nights. 
And there I w’ould discover even 
more writers than O'Brien 
put 
into his books. 
The same thing with Braith­ 
waite. Ile was a traditionalist in 
poetry himself, but. like O’Brien, 
along with the sunset and flower* 
stuff, he earned the work of the 
imagists like Hilda Doolittle in 
England who were championed by 
Ezra 
Pound 
which 
was 
long 
before he got into 
trouble; 
the 
work of Amy Lowell, Edgar l^e 
Masters, Carl Sandburg, and the 
work of Robert Frost who for long 
had been ignored in his own coun­ 
try 
Braithwaite. too, 
earned 
the 
names of poetry magazines I had 
never heaid of but which I could 
also find in the main library. 


All this would not mean much 
if it were just the expenence of 
one young man in the early 1920s 
I never tkmght about it much at 
the time, I guess I was just happy 
to have found these books and get 
help from them 
Later, as I grew older. I realized 
my expenence must have been 
shared 
by 
many thousands 
of 
young people all over Am enia, 
particularly in areas where there 
was no one to guide them in their 
reading by handing them the lat­ 
est in literature at limes when 
they were restless a n d seeking 
s i g n s of new writing and the 
world in which they lived. 
To us, Braithwaite and O’Brien 
made a great rontnkition and I 
have always felt indebted to Ixdh 
of them.

CLEVELAND (AP) - The dull 
steel market picture may brighten 
somewhat next month, an indus­ 
try publication said today. 
“Look for a modest upturn in

Plumber Will Do 
The Rest Job In 
Draining Pipes 


Question: We have just bought 
a summer cottage. To prevent the 
trouble a neighbor of ours had 
last year, we want to know how 
to dram the water from the pipes 
when the summer is over. 
Is this something we can do 
ourselves or should we hire a 
plumber to do it? 


Answer: Many persons do the 
draining themselves, but there is 
no doubt that it is better to hire 
a plumber. Sometimes you think 
you have ail the water out of the 
pipes, only to find out later, re­ 
gretfully, that some water had 
not been drained. 
A plumber uses a force pump 
to be certain all the water is out. 
All water in traps under fixtures 
must be siphoned out. Another 
method is to fill the traps with 
glycerine. This anti - freeze also 
should be poured into other places 
where water might be trapped, 
such as the bathroom bowl,
